Things are happuiiiiig in Kentucky politics. 

Following the appoiutment of General Percy Haly as collector of 
internal ravenue for the Seventh district eomi's the ruuior, probably 
true, that Kodmon Keenon, Clerk of the Court of Appeals, will huo- 
ceed Judge Hughes as collector of the Kiglith District, at DaQville. 

Judge Uuglius \v)i8 uppoiutod uii the recommendation of Senator 
James. He is a positive supporter of Uovemor Stanley and Senator 
James. 

Mi: Keenon belongs to the fieckbaiu wing ol tlic part.w As 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals, and therefore ex. officio member oi' Hi*' 
State Board of Election Commissioners, he has pursued a course ex- 
actly ill aeeord with the jmlieies of Ihe I'.eeiihaiu-Ilaly .■lenient, lii 
the one big issue that is now harrassiug the Democrutiu party iu Ken- 
tucky—the liquor question— Mr. Keenon will take the dry side, the 
side that is espoused by Senator Heekhaui and hia political adjutant. 
General Ilaley, iu opposition to the wet element popularly supposed 
to be headed by Governor Stanley and Senator James. 

Kentueky lias five eolleetois ol' iiiteiiial revenue one at i-ex- 
ingtou, one at Danville, one at Louisville, one at Covington and one at 
Owensboro. Gossip says that the collectomhip at Louisville is also to 
fall into till ISeekhain basket. If this iiinis out to be true, it will lie 
extremey siguittcaut. It may be tlie foreruiuier of a red-hot light 
for control of the Kentucky delegation to the next Presidential con- 
vention. 

That Secretary of the Treasury .MeAdoo is maneiiverintt for thi 
Presidency is no longer a secret. His friends in the Southern States 
have been at work for some time and his literary biireati >\\ Wasbinn- 
tou is ill good trim. If he throws the leadership in Kentueky to the 
Beckham-Haly elecent, it will mean that the Stanley -James eombi- 
natioi has tied up with the Champ Clark boom, or with some other 
movement autagoni.stic to McAdoo. 

Should Senator Beckham land three out of five eollectorahips it 
will likewise indiente, what has been rather apparent of late, that the 
Beckham-llaly inHueiice is again dominant in Kentucky Democracy 
and that the opposition, by its allianee with the li(|Uor men of the 
ruthless type, have merely eomniitfed suicide. 

The contest that has been going on inside of the Democratic 
ranks in Kentucky will also be fought out in the b'epubliean party. 
National aseendeney and the distriltution of spoils has hastened the 
crisis ainont; the Democrats. The IJepulilicans will fight it out later, 
either in a contest between candidates for State offices who represent 
the opposing ideas or in some State conventio n.— Lexington Leader. 

BOFlOrPIAOI 

Aceordiufj to the Associated Press, there are encouraging indi- 
cations that (lermany will in the very near future, possibly before 
winter sets in. submit a peace proposition which will be acceptable 
to the Allies as a basis for preliminary consideration. 

(ierniany, it is reported, will at the same time auggest immediate 
cessation of liostilies on a status quo baais. 

The dispatches say that there is no doubt that the German gov- 
ernment is anxious to end the war on best possible terms and that it 
now preparing the minds of the people for sacrttices which it is real- 
ized must sooner or later be made. 

This is not surprisinfr. It would lie remarkable if it were not 
true. Private advices from Germany are that the scarcity of food 
is working a great hardship upon the masses and that there are mmb- 
liiiffs wliiWi threaten i evolution. On top (if this is the menace which 
the German staft' must see in the tremendous preparations that the 
United States is making for war, and which Germany knows is just 
the mei-e awakeiiiiifr of the people of AmerieaTi — that they will not 
stop uuntil Prussian militarism is crushed, if it takes fifty years to 
accomplish it. 

The Ilolieiizolleiiis and tbr military leaders of (lermnnv. having 
failed in their plans to establish a tremendous empire in ('eiitral llu 
rope, and realizing ultimate defeat, are now turning their thoughts 
toward smviiiR tliemselves. If they delay too lon)», or wait until their 
burden bearers come to a fidl realization of wiiat disasters have be- 
fallen them, these rulers will not be able to save their necks, to say 
nothill^; of tlirii' .scats of power.
